GOOD.TOAST RARELY FOUND 


Patience in Maklnfl It la Necessary 
and It Should p« Neither Soggy 
Nor Too Criep. 

Thore (■ nothing ao rarely found as 
toast that la well made. Pew cooks 
are successful with It, yet It Is not 
difficult to get right. 

The chief reason of many failures 
la lack of patience. -It Is so much 
faster to cut thick, uneven slices, not 
remove the crusts and do several 
platefuls at a time that that Is th/» 
usual method. • / 

Appetizing toaat should be cut thin 
( without crusts, cooked over a dear 
bed of coals until s delicate brown on 
both aides, thep bettered and .sprink¬ 
led lightly with salt and put back In 
the oven for a minute for the butter 
to soak In. 

Never let toast stand. Par better 
»ait for It than have too much cooked 
at once. If the family la late In com¬ 
ing to the table do not start to toaat 
until they are siting their cereal. 

The best toaat-Is made over open, 
coals, but it can be nicely toasted In 
the gas erven if closely watched. 

Appetizing toaat is neither soggy 
nor so crisp that U tastes like dried 
# chips. The best is made from a close 
grained bread > day old. 

Do not serve In great chunks; toast 
mhst look well, besides being properly 
cooked, to be appetizing. ’ 

Tcait that has grown cold can be 
served by putting It on an old plate, 
covering it with cream, butter and 
salt and .allowing It to soak Into the 
bread In a hot oven. 

Where one wefers to butter toaat 
at a table it must be served hot In 
a folded napkin and Just a few slices 
at a time. 

In making milk toast use a little 
thickening in the milk, otherwise, your 
toaat will be soggy and thin.
